The name, the influence and the publications of the outstanding industrial leader of

Hitler’s chief propaganda weapon now, as always, is anti-Semitism. He It as used it to 
let race against race, to divide nations internally, to foment hatred and disunity, and thus to

Whether Henry Ford wants his name and his publications to be used for this purpose,

The fact remains that his name, more than that of any other American, is being so used 
by the Nazis.

The Dear * 
born Independent , published articles designed to set Christian against Jew, Collections of these 
trticles were published by Mr. Ford in a book called TAe International Sew and scattered the 
length and breadth, of the land. ^ 

Mr. Ford’s attack upon Jews was based upon The Protocols of the Elders o} a 

thin volume which purports to relate a plan whereby ^international Jewry” seeks to conquer 
and enslave the world. Although this book has been declared a forgery by all competent 
Scholars and by courts of law, Mr. Ford gave it his T endorsement. All English editions of 
the book reprint that endorsement in the introduction.
